New Interior 
Work Started 


‘At Atwood's 


Providing for an entirely new 
interior finish and new store ar- 
rangement, a major remodeling 
program is today underway in 
the J. J. Atwood Co. building. 
Planned by a professional store 
designer, the plan calls for re- 
moval of all present interior fix- 
tures and for rearrangement of 
the entire stock and departments. 
While the floor space will not be 
increased, the new arrangement 
is scheduled to provide for great- 
er display of merchandise, greater 
service to patrons and improved 
facilities for aiding the public, ac- 
cording to John B. Atwood, head 
of the firm. 

A six week program of remodel- 
ing was started this week. Car- 
penters and painters will be busy 
for a month. New fixtures and 
new equipment will then be 
placed and early in June the city’s 
pioneer store will have a com 
pletely new “interior look.” Slight 
changes will be made, including 
reloeation of the stairs leading to 
the mezzanine floor and of some 
of the departments. 

This will be the second major 
alteration’ program for the local 
concern, the front of the building 
having been modernized and 
changed previously. 

“All of us in the Atwood organi- 
zation greatly appreciate the peo- 
ple in our community,” Mr. At- 
wood said. “We are eager to do 
everything possible to give them 
the greatest possible service. Our

Pour this mixture in- 
to a glass jar; punch a few holes 
in the lid and you are ready.

Flying Ants 


More on Swarmer Termites, of- 
ten mistakenly called Flying 


In the spring and again in the | 
fall the “Reticulitermes Hespeg: | 
us”, commonly called.the Sub: 
terranean termite, and the ‘“Zoo- 
termopsis Laticeps,”’ known as 
the dampwood termite both have 
portions of the active colonies de- 
velop sight, sex, and wings. 

They fly into the air and let 
the breezes as well as their weak 
wings carry them as far as pos- 
sible. When they alight they im- 
mediately break off their wings 
or at least shed them and the 
male scurries around to select 
his mate. When he _ finally 
makes the selection the female 
becomes the master of the colony 
from then on, she is fed, watered 
and groomed as her body usually 


becomes much larger, in fact } 
many times larger than normal. 


She is just a huge egg factory. 

Ripley in his column mention- 
ed her as the most prolific of ail 
animal life. In some species of 
them, the queen turns out up to 
90,000 eggs per day. These eggs 
are cared for by the young and | 
usually hatch in about six weeks. 
maturing in about

ty day. The Kaloterme Minor 
known as arywood termites 


swarms only once each year most 
often through September and Oc- 
tober. Were it not for the fact 
that only a very small percent- 
age of termit swarmers get to- 
gether to mate we would be at | 
the mercy of them and would not 
be able to use lumber for hardly | 
any purpose.

A Ball Player Did It 


A couple of hundred thousand people were 
present for the opening of major league base- 
ball play a few days ago. The occasion al- 
ways brings a great upsurge of interest and ex- 
citement but the tenseness of the crowds was 
very, very calm compared with the hushed ap- 
prehension of 11,000 people who saw the Chi- 
cago White Sox play their final exhibition 
game the previous week in Memphis, Tenn. 

Cause of that tenseness was a ball player 
named Minnie Minoso. He is a White Sox 
star. Also he is a Negro. Never before had 
a Negro competed with white men in an ath- 
letic event in Memphis. Extra police were on 
hand. 

The tension mounted, when Minoso’s name 
was announced. He came to bat and the 
crowd made no demonstration whatever. He 
got on base. Cameramen took action shots of 
him. He was just another ball player in just 
another ball game! 

_ It turned out that Memphis doesn’t even 
have an ordinance banning mixed sports par- 
ticipation. And it turned out that nobody in 
that crowd was “tense” because of personal 
prejudice—but each thought all the rest were 
gripped by an unwritten law, presumably in 
existence since the civil war. 

Now that this “unwritten law” has been 
washed from people's minds, another bright 
chapter has been written in the story of im- 
proved race relations. 





b A doctor, who should know, 
ing about ailments, 
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Why Asia Is Important 


James Guthrie, editor of the San Bernardino 
Sun, who is in the east, heard Vice-President 
Richard M. Nixon discuss in detail why Asia 
is so important to this area. Mr. Nixon visited 
the countries of the Far East and Indochina re- 
cently and he frankly discussed the situation 
at the convention of American newspaper edit- 
ors. 

In discussing the far east problems he made 
the sensational statement that it might be ne- 
cessary for America to send an army into Indo- 
china if the Frecnh should decide to pull out 
of the war. 

Mr. Guthrie observes “there are two lines of 
thought in Washington as the result of the 
vice-president’s statement. One is that this is 
a trial balloon—to test public reaction and to 
prepare the nation for a decision with the deep- 
est implications. The other theory is that the 
statement was designed to strengthen the de- 
termination of the allies to refuse concessions 
at the Geneva conference that would take the 
French out of Indichina. 

“But there is no doubt at all that the admin- 
istration is deeply concerned over the situation 
in Asia. Nixon detailed—in a masterful pre- 
sentation of the complicated picture—just what 
the fall of Indochina would mean. The vice- 
president very probably was launching an ad- 
ministration move to seek full understanding 
of the critical situation that exists—and thus to 
secure a nationwide and free worldwide de- 
cision. 

“Just why is Indochina so important to the 
free world? The question is asked on every 
side. The answer was spelled out by the vice- 
president. The fall of Indochina would indi- 
cate to all of Asia that the United States does 
not have the will or the power to win. Malaya, 
Burma, Thailand, would then be the objective 
of the Chinese Communists, urged on by Mos- 
cow. Japan must trade with Southeast Asia 
and if this region were controlled by the Com- 
munists, then Japan would have to bow to the 
Chinese and Russian regimes. The vice-presi- 
dent had personally viewed the situation in 
all these states; and then there is India, waiting 
to see whether Russia or the United States is 
to be the dominant force in world affairs. There 
could be a tragic future. 

“Just how the young and vigorous vice- 
president is to come out of the sensational inci- 
dent may be uncertain. But there wasn’t the 
slightest doubt that the large majority who 
heard his address, and his forthright replies to 
the barrage of questions addressed to him, 
had full realization that the No. 2 man in the 
government is a strong character who is cer- 
tain to leave his mark in national affairs.” 


Realistic View Needed 


It is regrettable that more of the operation 
of the federal government is not based on a 
non-partisan attitude of what is best for the 
country rather than of what will get the most 
votes. Less politics with the yardstick being 
“what is best for America”, the goal as express- 
ed by President Eisenhower, is in order. 

The recent tax cuts were far deeper than 
the president wanted, but Congressmen cut 
into the reduction with an apparent eye on 
the November ballot. 

Everyone would like to shift the burden of 
taxes on to someone else but a realistic ap- 
proach would more nearly keep the nation 
on a pay-as-you-go basis.

Designs Above 
U. 5. Standard 


ailings on the Euclid, Sultana 
and Campus avenue bridges over 
Ramona freeway (U. S. Highway 
99) will remain unchanged, ac- 
cording to a letter from C. V.
